The  BYU  ace’s  1,637  yards  is 
second  only  to  West  Texas  State’s 
Hank  Washington,  who  has  gained 
1,740  yards  to  lead  the  nation.  Ben- 
nev  Russell  of  Louisville  is  third 
with  1,627. 

Carter  passed  for  five  touch- 
downs and  scored  another  himself 
against  Texas  Western.  The  Cou- 
gars ran  up  a total  of  701  yards 
against  the  Miners. 


The  Republican  Party  made  a ( 
smashing  comeback  after  its  1964 
shellacking  as  it  took  many  cru-j 
cial  gubernatorial  races  and  may 
have  picked  up  a total  of  48  new 
seats  in  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives in  Tuesday’s  general  elec- 
tions. 

The  same  trend  continued  thr-j 
oughout  the  State  of  Utah  and  in 
Utah  County.  With  nearly  half  of 
all  precincts  reporting  it  appear- 
ed that  both  Republican  Congress- 
ional candidates,  incumbent  Lar- 
uence  J.  Burton  and  Sherman’ 
Lloyd  won  their  contests  over  J. : 
Keith  Melville  and  Democratic  In- 
cumbent David  S.  King. 

Republican  candidates  in  nearly 
all  races  in  both  Salt  Lake  County 
and  Utah  County  also  seemed 
headed  to  close  victories  as  the 
voting  results  reached  the  half- 
way mark. 

NATIONAL  RACES 

The  Republican  party  won  sever- 
al key  gubernatorial  contests  thr- 
oughout the  nation: 

0 In  California,  actor  Ronald 
! Reagan  beat  Democratic  incum- 
bent Edmund  Brown  in  a walk- 
away. 

0 New  York  Republican  gover- 
nor Nelson  Rockfeller  won  hands 
down. 

0 Incumbent  Governor  George 
Romney  won  his  third  term  in- 
Michigan  by  a landslide,  pulling  | 
Senate  candidate  Robert  Griffin  toj 
a substantial  lead  over  Democrat , 
Mennen  G.  Williams. 

0 Florida  elected  a Republican 
governor  for  the  first  time  in  al- 
most a century. 

^ In  Arkansas,  the  brother  of 
New  York's  Nelson  Rockfeller, 
Winthrop  Rockfeller,  has  been , 
elect  the  first  Republican  gover-i 


nor  in  the  state  in  88  years.  i 

A strong  GOP  resurgence  in  the  | 
House  gave  the  Republicans  a pos- 1 
sible  net  gain  of  50  seats,  indicat- 
ing possible  trouble  for  President 
Johnson’s  Great  Society. 

However,  the  Democrats  got  in 
their  licks  early  in  the  congress- 
ional races,  taking  again  decisive 
control  of  the  Senate. 

Before  the  voting  began,  the 
GOP  had  hoped  to  pick  up  25  to 
30  seats  at  the  expense  of  the 
Democrats,  but  now  House  GOP 
leader  Gerald  Ford,  who  won  re- 
election  to  his  Michigan  seat,  says 
a 40-seat  gain  looks  like  a “pretty 
good  figure.” 

Latest  UPI  figures  show  the  Re- 


publicans with  a possible  net  gain 
of  48  seats,  basing  this  figure  on 
22  seats,  already  won  from  the 
Democrats  with  Republicans  lead- 
ing for  33  others,  compared  with 
three  won  and  leading  for  four 
among  the  Democrats.

^ The  Republicans  elected 
Charles  Percy  to  the  Senate  from 
Illinois  over  veteran  Democratic 
Senator  Paul  Douglas.  Attorney 
General  Edward  Brooke  of  Massa-

Madame  Anna  Chennaulti 


“The  Asiatic  Mind  and  the  Cold 
War”  will  theme  the  Forum  As- 
sembly Thursday  when  Anna  Che- 
nnault  visits  BYU. 

The  widow  of  the  famed  Flying 
Tiger  leader,  Lt.  Gen.  Claire  Lee 
Chennault,  will  address  students 
and  townspeople  at  10  a.m.  in  the 
Smith  Fieldhouse.  She  will  also 
speak  in  Salt  Lake  City  at  8 p.m. 
in  the  Assembly  Hall  on  Temple 
Square. 

EAST  & WEST 

Mme.  Chennault  said,  “The  Com- 
munists are  making  deadly  use  of 
the  slogan  ‘Asia  for  the  Asians,’ 
playing  upon  race  prejudice  to  at- 
tain their  own  ends.”  She  will  dis- 
cuss how  the  Asiatic  mind  re- 
sponds to  such  propaganda  and  how 
the  democratic  West  can  counter- 
attack on  the  ideological  front. 

An  author  of  twelve  books  pub- 
lished in  China,  Mme.  Chennault 


has  just  finished  “Chennault  and 
the  Flying  Tigers”  which  is  the 
first  complete  story  of  her  hus- 
band's life. 

In  addition,  working  at  George- 
town University,  she  has  produced 
two  new  Chinese  dictionaries,  sim- 
pliwying  that  complex  language 
for  machine  translation  research. 

REFUGEE  RELIEF 

Mme.  Chennault  is  president  of 
Chinese  Refugee  Relief  and  presi- 
dent of  General  Clarie  Lee  Chen- 
nault Foundation,  an  organization 
to  bring  a closer  relationship  and 
understanding  between  the  East 
and  West. 

Her  voice  is  heard  weekly  in  Free 
China.  Red  China  and  Southeast 
Asia  over  the  Voice  of  America.  A 
militant  fighter  against  Commun- 
ism, Mme.  Chennault  returns  to 
the  Far  East  and  to  her  second 
home  in  Taiwan  to  keep  abreast 
of  developments  in  that  area.

Elder  Smith  Speaks  On  Blessings 


“A  patriarchal  blessing  should 
be  an  anchor  for  the  soul  during 
stormy  days  to  keep  it  from 
drifting  when  temptations  are 
near,”  was  the  message  of  Presi- 
ding Patriarch  Eldred  G.  Smith 
in  Tuesday's  devotional  as- 
sembly. 

“A  patriarchal  blessing  is  the 
Lord’s  doctrine,”  the  Patriarch 
said.  “It  consists  of  possibilities, 
specific  responsibilities,  or  the 
gifts  the  Lord  will  give  us  if  we 
work  for  Him.” 

Elder  Smith  told  of  the  origin 


of  the  world  “patriarch”  from 
patri,  meaning  father,  and  arch, 
meaning  chief  or  head.  “There- 
fore a patriarch  is  the  head  fath- 
er,” Elder  Smith  said.

He  described  the  two  kinds  of 
patriarch:  the  natural  patriarch 
who  is  such  by  being  a father 
and  the  head  of  his  home,  and 
the  ordainwl  patriarch  who  is  re- 
quired by  the  Lord  to  record  the 
blessings  he  gives. 

The  blessings  of  the  natural  pa- 
triarch given  to  his  family  are 
not  required  by  the  Loixl  to  be 


Elder  Smith  said  that  a patri- 
archal blessing  must  tell  the  in- 
dividual his  lineage  of  Israel,  and 
be  recorded  in  the  Church  arch- 
ives. If  it  does  not  have  these 
characteristics,  you  are  free  to 
get  another  one,  he  said. 

“One  should  remember,  too.” 
Patriarch  Smith  reminded,  “that 
a patriarchal  blessing  is  an  eter- 
nal record.  It  is  not  fulfilled  just 
between  birth  and  death,  but  be- 
tween birth  and  the  resurrec- 
tion.”
